REPORT. 

This is an election petition under Rule 32 of the l^en£»al Electoral Rnles and Regula¬ 
tions of 1923 presented by Maharaja Sir Manindra Chandra Nandy of Kassimbazar. 

The facts as set out in his petition are that he was a member of the Comicil of State 
and on 7th October 1923 resigned liis seat on the Council by a telegram and a letter 
addressed to llis Kxcellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 

The telegram was received in Simla at 11-15 A.M. on 7th October and His Excellency’s 
orders accepting liis resignation were passed on the 10 th. 

The date fixed by Government for the presentation of the nomination papers of 
candidates for election to the Bengal Legislative Council was 8 th October, and on that 
flute the AJaharaJa flelivered three nomination forms to Mr. Lindsay, the Commissioner 
of the Presidency Division, who was the Returning Oflicer for the Presidency Division 
Landhidders’ Constituency. 

On 9 th October the Maharaja sent another telegram to the Viceroy for communication 
of the acceptance of his resignation to the Returning Officer. 

On lOth October his resignation was formally accepteil by Ilis Excellency and a 
notification being No. 225 of that date was published in the Gazette of India of 
13th October. 

On llth October, the dale fixed for the scrutiny of the nomination papers by the 
Returning Officer, an objection to the Maharaja’s nomination was raised on behalf of the 
respondent Mr. Pravash Chandra Mitter that the Maharaja was not eligible forelection on 
the (late of filing the nomination papers, 8 th October 1923, as his resignation had not been 
accepted by the Governor-General and he was still a member of the Council of State. 
The Returning Officer ijhereupon made the following endoresement upon the nomination 
paper:— 

“I must refuse the nomination of this candidate the Maharaja of Kassimbazar. 
Under section 93 of the Government of India Act the seat in the Council of 
ytate becomes vacant on the acceptance of the resignation of the member. 
The Maharaja wired his resignation on 7th instant and also sent a letter on 
that day. The only evidence of the acceptance of the resignation is a 
telegram from Simla, from the Secretary, Legislative Department, dated 
10 th instant. If this evidence is accepted, I.must hold that the resignation 
takes ellect from the 10 th instant, and that on the 8 th instant when the 
• nomination papers were filed, the Maharaja was still a member of the 
I'Council of Stat(j. Accordingly at the time of his nomination, ho was not 
eligible for election \cf. rule 5(1) (c)] and so the provisions of rule 11 (I) 
were not complied with. The nomination is therefore refused uncler Regula- 
^ tion XXI (i) and 
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Ah there wiia no other candidate, the Returning Ollicer proceeded to declare 
Mr. Miller duly elected and his name was published in the CalciUta Gazetta of 2St% 
November 192;$, 

The facts as we have summaiised them above are not in dispute and we have there¬ 
fore-found it unnecessary to frame any issues. 

The main point for our dotermiiiJ^tion is whether the (|uestion of the eligibility of 
the Maharaja for election is to bo decide<l with reference to the date of the presentation 
of his nomination pa])er, 8th ®ctober, or to the date of scrutiny by the Returning Ollicer, 
11th October. 

Mr. Chaudhuri wlio has appeared on behalf of the Mah iraja contends that his resig¬ 
nation of his offic(s in tl^e (Jouncil of State had been teinlered on 7th October and was 
accepted by tlio (lOvernon-General on iCth. Therefore at llie time of the scrutiny on 11th 
the statutory bar contained in Rule 5 (7) (tf) of the Electoral Rules of 192.1 had been 
removed. The learned Council has referred to the regulations framed under Rule 1.0 of 
the rules with particular reference to Regulations XX ami XXI. Regulation XX 
provides for tlni scrutiny of nominations in the presence of the parties or their agents 
whil j Hegiilatioii XXI provitles for the examination of the nomination^papers by tlie 
Rotnrning Ollicer wlio “ shall <lecide all objections which maybe ma<le to any nomina¬ 
tion and may eitlier on such objection or on his own motion, after such summary 
enquiry, if any, as he thinks necessary, refuse any nomination on any of the following 
grounds ;— 

(0 that the candidate is ineligible for election under rule f) or rule G, or 

{ii) that there has been any failure to comply will) any of the provisions of 
rule 11 or rule 12.” 

Learned CouiisM says that what the Returning OlTicnr has to see in regard to Rule 5| 
is whidher the candidate is cdigible for election. He has not to see whether he is eligible^ 
for nomination. Tin? date of scrutiny is tho date with reference to which the eligibility 
of the caiulidaLe for election is to bo determined. Further under Rule 5 a person shall . 
not be eligible for election as a member of the (‘ounoil if he labours under certain* 
([ualilications one of which is that he is a momher of the Council or of any other legflp 
lative bo<ly constiiiitod under the Act ami has made oath or alfirmation as such 
The Maharaja had admittedly made the oath as a ineml)er hut it is argued that 
date of the scrutiny he liad ceased to be a member of the Council of State an«l therefore, 
though 1)0 might possibly he sai<l to be ineligible on the date on which the nomination 
'paper was presented, the acceptance of his resignation on lOtli October, the d^^y l)efore 
the scrutiny, rqpaoved the discjualiUcation. l$y a parity of reasoning a person qualified 
on the date of nomination might he found to be disqualified on the date of scrutiny. 

Learned Counsel further contends that in any case the mere tender of the resigna¬ 
tion was ill itself suHicient to vacate the seat as theio is no rule umlor the Government of 
India Act under wliich tlio Governor-General is (unpowered to refuse a resignation. 

A moinher of an elected body stood on a' footing different from a public otficar 
who was reqiiireil to observe certain formalities such as making over charge of 
his office. 

Sir Beiiode Mittor who has appeared on behalf of tho respondent contends that the 
mere fact of the resignation having been tendered does not of itself vacate tho seat. 
Section 93 of the Government of India Act says that “a nominated tor elected 
member of either chamber of the Indian Legislature may resign his office to the Governor- 
General . . . and on the acceptance of tho resignation the office shall become 

vacant.” Tho same provision is made in secUoii 64 of the Government of India Act 
where th * resignation must be “duly acceptedThe power to accept resignation 
implies also tho power to refuse it. It would follow thi*reforo that a imunher whose 
resignation had not been accepted continues to be a member until its due acceptance by 
the Governor-General. The Maharaja tlius coulinued to be a member of tho Council of 
State till the aceoptanco of his resignation on the lOth October. 

Learned (Counsel further contends that tho eligibility of a candidate depends on 
whether he was, as a fact, eligible on the date of the nomination. Elect ion is a continu¬ 
ing process in which the nomination is the first step. The nomination is the foundation 
of a candidate’s right to go to tho poll and is an integral pari of the election. Scrutiny 
is for tlie purpose of seeing that what was required to he done had*heeu done. Rule IL (/) 
says :—“ Any person may ho nominated as a candidate for election in any constituency 
for which he is eligible for election under these rules.” Rule 11 (5) provides that a 
candidate must assent to the nomination and must at that particular point of time have 
the capacity to accept tho nomination and under Rule 11 (.5) he must also]^»ave the capa¬ 
city of nominating election agents to act for him. The Maharaja, it is urgtMl, had net 
the requisite capacity ami was therefore ineligible at the lime of the nomination. It is 
further argued that tho date of the scrutiny of tho nomination papers as laiti down in 
Regulations XX and XXI is not tho governing factor in considering the eligibility of tho 
candidate. Ho must bo eligible at tho time of tho nomination and if ho has not the 
neoesaary qualifications then, ho cannot acquire them between the date of th^nomination 
and the date of tho scrutiny. • 

We are of opinion that under the provisions of Rule 11 the date with reference 
to which the question of tho eligibility of a candidate for election is to be determined is 
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the date fixed l)y Government for the nomination and if on that dale a candidate is not 
f^elgible, his nomination paper must be refnaed. The object oC the scrutiny by the 
Keturning Oflicor ia to see whetlior the nomination was valid on the date on which ft was 
made. The nomination is an integral part of the election and it cannot be supposed that 
a person who is ineligible on the date-of the nomination can, in the interval between* the 
nomination and the scrutiny, acquire new rights or that the aci^uisition of such rights 
w*oiild be sullicient to do away with his pre-existing disqualification. 

Va^Ions disqualifications which will render a candidate ineligible for election are 
given in Uulo 5 (/). Rule 5 (f) (^) declares a person ineligible for election if he is a 
raoijibor of the Council or of any other legislative bocly constituted under the Act and 
has made oath or atlirmation as such member. In the present case it is admitted that 
the Maharaja had made oath as a member of the Council of State. It itf also conceded 
that his resignation was not accepted until 10th October though the date for the presenta¬ 
tion of the nomination paper was fixed for 8th October. It is therefore plain that on 
Sth October the Maharaja was still a member of the Council of State and was 
therefore ineligible under Rule 11(7). The argument that the mere tender of his 
resignation i/atomatically terminates his office does not simmii to us to be well founded. 
If it had been s<», the words used in sections 93 and (14 of the Government of India 
Act which require acceptance by the Governor-General of the resignation as a condi¬ 
tion precedent to the vacating of the office would be mere surplusage. 

We are of opinion therefore that the nomination paper of the Maharaja has been 
properly rejected by the Returning Officer and that Mr. Mitter, the returned candidate, 
has been duly elected. 

. We estimate the total amount of exsts payable for the lioaring at 40 gold mohurs 
and we recommend that that sum bo paid by the Maharaja to Mr. Mitter.

Draft Rovlaed Rules and Rates of Tolls, 


Tlie rules shall apply to the following navigable channels which are included under 
the dosignatjon “ Calcutta Canals and Tolly’s Nala” and the “ Siindarbans Sieanior 
Route.”

1. Every vessel on entering the (Calcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nala shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls payalih* ; in case of any reasonable 
doubt arising, the persons appointed by the Covernor in Council to collect tolls and 
ollicers to whom such persons are subonlinate shall have autliority to ent( r ujion and 
again measure a vessel notwithstanding that it was nuuisnred on entering the canals. 

2. Vessels for the purposes of the determination of tonnage shall be divided into 
two classes as below :— 

Class I ,—To include all vessels of the usual native types of build, including 
sailers and hapars (fish cages). 

Class IL —To include all steamers, Uats and barges, and other square built 
vessels. 

The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of 
Act V (Ij.C.) of 18G4 and of tliese rules, bo determined by the following measure¬ 
ments :— 

Class l.-~ 

A. —The product of one quarter the length of the v* ssel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-line, multiplit*d by the interior greatest breadth of th(3 vessel multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as equal 
to tlie number of inaunds upon which toll shall be levied. 

B. —The nn^asuroment of the length is to be nunhi in feet, rejecting inches : the 
measurement of breadth and deptli is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting 
any remainder of less than a quarter of a Coot. 

0.—The maiindage on which the amount of loll is calculated shall be reckoned to the 
nearest integral mnltijile of 12^ rnaunds, any remainder of loss than 12i maunds being 
rejected. In the case of vessels exceeding fiOO inaunds by measurement, the inaundage 
shall be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds, rejecting any remainder 
of loss than .50 inaunds.

For vePselB of class II the number of maunds obtained by the systeiu 
measurement prescribed for vessels of class I, shall bo iiicroasod by ono-half. For 
vessels of this class above 5,000 maunds iiieasurenieiit the maunda^i; shall !>•* ri'ckuio^d 
to the nearest integral multiple of 500 maunds, rejecting any rvUiiaindor of less ihaii 50) 
maunds. In the case of^stfumors, the maumlage determined as abov shall be reduced by 
one-third as an allowance for engine space. • 

For vessels of class II whicii are furnished with reliable way-bills, thi* gross maiuolagti 
of cargo shown by the way-bills, or in the case of steamers, the mauiulage obtained 
fiom multiplying the registered tonnage of the steamer by 27, may, at the 
option of the employer of the vessel or the eteainer (as the case may be), be taken as the 
mautulage on which toll will be charged : 

Provided that firms or individuals, who wish to make use of this rule, must lx* 
approved by the Supe.rintenciing Engineer of the Southern Circle, and iliar such approval 
may bo withdrawn for any just cause. 

3. Every vessel enteriug the canals shall be furnished with a ticket on which the 
name of the serang, maiijeo or other person in charge of the vessel, the 8ato of entry, 
the mauLulage of the vess-d, thi! cargo it contains, the amount of toll charged, and the 
number of days for which the ticket remains current, sfiall bo entere<l. 

4. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be ]>aid at the toll'station before a 
vessel is permitted to proceed : l^rovided that the Siiperinteii ling h^ijWnoi‘r of the 
Southern Circle may at his <lirection permit vessels belonging to indivi-i^f^w i*r firms d[“ 
recognised standing to ]>roceed‘wiLliout. pre-payment, on an undertaking thiKj^iO bills f(| 
tollago due shall be liquidattsi moi thly on presentation. 


5. The ticket* must be kept on board the vessel and must be pr uluced 
when demanded by any person authorised to collect tolls, or by any otlicer to whon 
such person is subordinate. If on <iemand the ticket is not produced, Sitch j>erson o 
otlicer sliall assess the tollage as provided in rule 2 and shajl require ))ayln•^^^ 


unless and until the toll is paid, or the original ticket or a duplicate 
evidence that toll has alreail}’^ been paid, the vessel shall be liable to s ‘izure if 
under the provisions of secti(»n IX of the Act. 

0. Duplicates of lust tickets, of which the numbers and dales can be 
established, will he granted by the collector of tolls on payment of a sum of 
and annas eight. Ihovidinl that for tickets on which the total tollage 
rupees the fei* to be charged for a duplicate shall be one quarter of the lotalq . ' 'j; >-^Th 
miniiiium fee ^vill he eight annas per ticket. 


7. A vessel which has been detained under these rules or undiT section IX of the Act 
may not be removed from the can ils without the order of tlie collector of tolls uiifil the 
toll due has been paid and a ticket obtained for presentation at il)** exit station. Daring 
such detention the manjee, owner or agent must make arrangements for the safety of the 
vessel and cargo. 


All vessels, whether tho property of Government or of private owners, tire liable 
for toll o.\:cept those specially exempted under any G(»vernment or lers in force for tho 
time being. 

9. Vessds may b*^ hauled up for repairs on the ]»jinkH of the canals with tlie 
previous written poriiiission of the supervisor appointed by the Governor in Gouncil 
under section XIII. A rent calculated at oii.*-sixth the rite of ordinu'-y demurrage will 
bo charged for the time tho vessel occupies tho bank. No vessel may be launched in the 
catial without the previous written permission of the supervisor. 

10. At places where mooring posts have been pro\icloil by the supervisor, vessels 
desiring to moor shall be made fast in single lino aloug the banks tt) such posts in such 
manner as the supervisor may direct and shall not bt* mooretl in any other manner. 

11. The Superintending Engineer, Soulhern Circle, may fix the limit within which 
vessels are permitted to remain free of toll, and may also define the limits within which 
no loading or unloading shall bo permitted. 

• 

12. No vessel whose extreme breadth including overhanging cargo exceeds 35 feet 
will be permitted to enter the locks at Chitpore or Dhapa: in tin* case of the Kulti and 
Bamunghatta Locks the maximum width allowable is 29 feet. 

13. The supervisor may, by written notices to bo postcsl at the toll ptlicos, prohibit 

the dropping of anchors or the putting up of bamboos or lut/geen in any specified park of 
the canals or on the banks. | 

14. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal banks in 
such manner as may be directed by the supervisor, and no vessel shall be made fast or 
be placed outside of vessels so secured. No vessel uv raft sliall be planed in such a 
position as to endanger tho safety, or obstruct the passage, of other vjBFels. Every 
vessel shall at all times have some responsible person on board when the vessel is within 
the looked canals between toll stations or ou Tolly’s Nala. 
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15. Vessels passing through the canals shall keep in separate linos, in accordance 
with the rules iir force as laiil down by the Superintending Engineer, Southern Circle 
^rom time to time. 

16. No person shalF deposit goods of any description on the berms of the canals 
between the frontage roads or towpaths and the canals, except during the actual prpeess 
of loading or unloading vessels, without the previous permission (cf the supervisor. 

17. ^^ron built cargo boats, with outside angle irons projecting beyond the wooden 
fenders, will not be allowed to enter the locks unless peAianent fenders are fixed’ over 
the edges of the angle irons so as to prevent them from causing damage to the lock. 

18. No fire or open or unprotected light of any doscriptioii shall be used on vessels 
containing petroleum, jute, hay or straw while in the Calcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nala ; 
and no fire or open or unprotected light (except in the case of steamers, the galley and 
engine-room files and the electric light) shall be used on any vessel while in a lock basin. 

19. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in the canals. 
No vessel which is obviously overloaded or unsoaworthy will be permitted to proceed 
along any parf of the canals until made safe to the satisfaction of the supervisor or his 
staff. 


20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or otherwise, the 
supervisor and his subordinates shall offer every assistance in removing the same. 

If throe ,after the occurrence of a wreck, it is soen that prompt measures afe 
<ot being # 'll by the owner to reinovo tho sunken vessel from the line of navigation, 

3 uperviJ^‘ *and his subordinates shall make their own arrangements for the removal 
expense of the owner, provided that when the wreck obstructs the 
shall take immediate steps to remove tho same. 

21. When a sunken vessel has been recovered, the supervisor shall cause notices to be 
ed at thp. locks, toll-offices, or other prominont places, calling on these concerned to

y. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section IX of the Act 
right to take it out of the canals on the day of purchase, or within such 
e allowed by the collector of tolls, without payment of tolls. 

23. \^hoii any laden vessel which has sunk has been recovered or when, any laden 
vessel has been seized under the provisions of the Act, or of thf^se rub^.s, the supervisor 
shall give immediate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or his 
agent, requiring the removal of the cargo without delay, and informing him that ho will 
bo required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the cargo 
until removed. 


24. If the supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or the 
abode of tho owner of the cargo of such vessel, the notice prescribc^d in rule 23 shall be 
effected by a notice exhibited in his office, and by advertisement in at least one English 
and one vernacular Calcutta newspaper. 

25. Steamers are not allowed to tow flats or cargo boats in the Circular Canal, but 
may tow one flat or barge at a time astern in the New Cut Canal or Kristopore Canal 
within toll limits. 

26. Lights and signals. —All vessels, whether travelling or moored in the Calcutta 
Canals or Tolly’s Nala, must, beewoen sunset and sunrise, carry a white light properly 
protected from the weather on the forepart of the vessel where it can bo distinctly seen 
from all sides. All steam vessels in motion shall carry tho lights prescribed by the Board 
of Trade Kegiilatioiis. Barges or boats attached to a steam vessel, wh<=‘thor in motion or 
moored, shall carry the light prescribed above. 

27. Sp66d of vessels. —Every vessel proceeding through the Calcutta Canals and 
Tolly’s Nala must, between sunset and sunrise, limit her speed to three miles per hour. 

28. For any contravention of rules 7, 11, 13, 14, 15, 16, 18, 19, 25, 26 and 27 the 
person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault shall, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 or Rs. 5 a day for any continuing 
infringement. * 

29. Noil)oats will be allowed to remain in the entrance channels to the Dhapa and 
Chitporo Lo(|fS. 

30. The canals may be closed once a year for effecting the necessary repairs to them 
on one month’s notice of the intention so to close them being given ; but in the event of 
any sudden emergency the canals may be closed at any time without prior notice, and no 
claim in snclrcase by owners of vessels or others for compensation on account of detention 
shall be entertained.

^ No, 28th 1024 ,—Tho following druft of rovisccl rules {iudxiites of 

tolls.for the Calcutta ami Eiyi^rn Canals, Tolly’s Nala and Sunaarbans Steamer Route, 
which, in exercise of the pc>we3 conferred by sections 6 and 11 of the Canals Act, 1804 
(Bengal Act V of 1864), the Governor in Council intends to make in Bupcr.-essioii of all 
previous notifications on the subject, is hereby published for the information of persons 
likely to be affected thereiJy. 

IL The draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 2()th March 1924, and 
any objections or suggestions received by the undersigned before that date will bo con¬ 
sidered ; — 

Draft Revised Rules and Rates of Tolls, 

The rules shall apply to the following navigable channels which are included under 
the designation “ Calcutta Canals and Tolly’s Nala ” and the “ Sundarbans SteainUj • 
Route.” 

I. The Circular Canal comprising the still-water canals between tin; Dhapa and 
Chitpore Locks and the New Cut Canal from Ultadingi to Dhapa Lock, together with its 
junction with the river Ilooghly and Orange Soorah at Dhapa. 

II. The Central Lake Channel from its junction with the (Circular an a 1 at the 
Dhapa Lock to its junction with the Hidyadhari at Bamnnghatla. 

III. The Nowbhanga khal extending northwards for a mile from its junction wit* 
the Central Lake Qhaiinel below the Dhapa Lock. 

IV. The Soorah from its junction with the Central Lake Channel bidow thxf 
Dhapa Lock and extending to the fish market situated adjacent to, and to the west of, 
the Dhapa Inspector’s residence. 

V. Tolly’s Nala extending from a line drawn across the Nala 2C) feet w’est of Jhe 
Hastings Bridge at Kidderpore to the Bidyadhari river at Bamukpota. 

VI. The Ivrigtoporo Canal extending from a point in the New Cut. Canal, 1 mile 
4,700 feet from the Chitpore Lock to a point where it joins the Bhangore khal at 
Kantatala. 

VII. The outfall cliannel of the Thakiirdhari sluice, 1,180 feet in length, extending 
from a point in village Thakurdhari near the 5th mile-post of the Kristopore Canal to 
the Thakurdhari sluice on the Baran Chaprasi’s khal. 

VIII. The Suiidarbans Steamer Route as <lenned in notification No. 7/ of the 22nd 
July 1922. 


1, Every vessel on entering the Calcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nala shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls payabb* ; in case of any reasonable, 
doubt arising, the persons appointed by the Gowrnor in Council to collect tolls and 
olliccrs to whom such persons are subordinate shall liave auiliority to enter upon and 
again measure a vessel notwithstanding that it w’as measured on entering the canals. 

2. Vessels for the purposes of the determination of tonnage shall be divided into 

two classes as below :— * • 

(7/a.s.s I, —To include all vessels of the usual native types of build, including 
saltees and hapars (fish cages). 

ClaHS II, —To include all steamers, flats and barges, and other square built 
vessels. 

The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of 
Act V (H.C.) of 1861 and of tliese rules, be determined by the following measure¬ 
ments :— 

Class I.— 

A. —The pro0.net of oiw quarter tlio length of the v.'Bsel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-line, multiplied by the iiitifrior greatest l)readth of the vessel multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the interior bottom of the vessal, is to bo taken as equal 
to the number of inannds upon which toll shall bo levied. 

B. —The meiisureraent of the length is to he made in feet, rejecting inches ; the 
measurement of breadth anti depth is to he made in feet and tjuarters of a foot, rejecting 
any remainder of less than a quarter of a foot. 

C. —The maundage on which the amount of toll is calculated shall be rtSJkoned to tlje 

nearest integral multiple of 12.^ maunds, any remainder of less than 12,-maunds being 
rejected. In the case of vessels exceeding .'>00 inaunds by measurement, the mauinlage 
shall be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds, rejecting any remainder 
of less than 50 maunds. * 

D. —CnltftSffi—The product of one quarter of the inside length of the veXel measured 
along the centre line from stem to stern, multiplied by the interior greatest Ifeadth of the 
vessel, multiplied by the greatest depth measured from the top to the interior bottom of 
the vessel, is to be taken as eqnal to the number of maunds upon which tolls shall bu 
levied. 
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Class II.— 

For vessels of class II the number of maunds obtained by the system of 
measiirenieut prescribed for vessels of class I, shall <be increased by one-half. For 
vessels of this class above 5,000 maunds measurement the maundage shall be reckoned 
to the nearest integral multiple of 500 maunds, rejecting any remainder of less than 500 
maunds. * In the case of sttsimers, the maundage determined as above shall be reduced jby 
ono-third as an allowance for engine space. ^ 

For vessels of class II which are furnished with reliabfrway-bills, the gross maundage 
of cargo shown by the way-bills, or in the case of steamers, the maundage obtained 
fjom multiplying the registered tonnage of the steamer by 27, may, at the 
option of the employer of tho vessel or the steamer (as the case may be), be taken as the 
maundage on which toll will be charged : 

Provided that tirnis or individuals, who wish to make use of this rule, must be 
approved by the Superintending Kngineer of the Southern Circle, and that such approval 
may be withdrawn for any just cause. 

3. Every vessel entering the canals shall be furnished with a ticket on which the 
-V .^me of the serang, manjee or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of entry, 

uhQ maundage of the vessel, the cargo it contains, the amount of toll charged, and the 
number of days for which the ticket remains current, shall be entered. 

4. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll station before a 
vessel is pi'rinitted to proceed : Provided that the Snperintending Engineer of the 
Southern Circle, may at his direction permit vessels belonging to individuals or firms of 
recognised standing to proceed without pre-payment, on an undertaking that the bills for 
tollage due s‘iall be liquidated monthly on presentation. 

5. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced for inspection 
vnien demanded by any person authorised to collect tolls, or by any oOicei to whom 
such perstin is subordinate. If on demand the ticket is not produced, such person or 
otiicer shall assess the tollage as provided in rule 2 and shall require payment of toll, and 
unless and until the toll is paid, or tho original ticket or a duplicate is produced as 
evidence that toll has already been paid, tho vessel shall be liable to seismre and detention 
under the provisions of section IX of the Act. 

(), Dupli(!ates of lost tickets, of which the numbers and dates can be satisfactorily 
established, will be granted by the collector of tolls on payment of a sum of one rupee 
and annas eight. Provided that for tickets on which the total tollago is less than six 
rupees the fee to be charged for a duplicate shall be one quarter of the total tollage. The 
minimum fee will be eight anuns per ticket. • 

7. \ vessel which has been <lotained under those rules or under section IX of the Act 
may not be removed from the can ils without tho oriier of the collector of tolls until the 
toll due has been ])aid and a ticket obtained for presentation at the exit station. During 
such detention the manjee, owner or agent inu.st mako arrangements for tho safety of the 
vessel and cargo. 

8. All vessels, whether tho property of Government or of private owners, are liable 
for toll except those specially exempted under any Government orders in force for the 
time being.* ' 

9. Vessids may b«"* hauled up for repairs on tho banks of the canals with the 
previous written permission of the supervisor appointed by the Governor in Council 
under .section XIII. A rent calculated at one-sixth the rate of ordinary demurrage will 
be charged for tho time the vessel occupies the bank. No vessel may be launched in tho 
can'll without the previous written permission of the supervisor. 

10. At places where mooring posts have been provided by the supervisor, vessels 

desiring to moor shall be made fast in single line along the banks to such posts in such 

manner as supervisor may dir^^ct and shall not bo moored in any other manner. 

11. The Superintemling Engineer, Southern (Hrcle, may fix the limit within which 
vessels are permitted to remain free of toll, and may alsv'j define the limits within which 
no loading or unloading shall be perinittod. 

12. No vessel whose extreme breadth including overhanging cargo exceeds .35 feet 
will b‘i permitted to enter the locks at Chitpore or Dhapa: in the case of the Kulti and 
Bamunghatta Locks the maximum width allowable is 2'J feet. 

13. The shpervisor may, by written notices to be posted at the toll offices, prohibit 

the dropping of anchors or the putting up of bamboos or luggees in any specified part of 

the canals or on the banks. 

14. Ves^ds shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal banks in 
such manner is may be directed by tho supervisor, and ao vessel shall be made fast or 
be placed oupide of vessels so secured. No vessel or raft shall be placed in such a 
position as ter endanger the safety, or obstruct the passage, of other vessels. Every 
vessel shall ac all times have some responsible person on board when the vessel is within 
the locked canals between toll stations or on Tolly's Nala. 
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If). Vessels passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines, in accordance 
with the rules iu force as laid down by the Superintending Engineer, Southern Circle 
from time to time. 

16. No person shall deposit goods of any description on the berms of tho canals 
between tho frontage roads or towpaths and the canals, except during tho actual iirocess 
of loading or unloading vessels, without the previous permission of the supervisor. ^ 

17; Iron built cargo boati^with outside angle irons projecting beyond the wooden 
fenders, will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent fenders are Ifxed over 
the edges of the angle irons so as to prevent them from causing damage to the lock. 

18. No fire or open or unprotected light of any description shall be used on vessels 
conlaiMing petroleum, juto, hay or straw while in the Calcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nala ; 
and no fire or open or unprotected light (except in the case of steamers, the galley and 
engi ne-room fires and the electric light) shall be used on any vesscd while in a lock basin. 

lib No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in ihe canals- 
No vessel which is obviously overloaded or unseaworthy will be perjiiittea to proceed 

along any part of the canals until made safe to the satisfaction of the supervisor or his 

staff. 

20. Id every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or otherwise, the 
supervisor and his subordinates shall offer every assistance in removing the same. 

If three days after the occurrence of a wreck, it is seen that prompt measures are 

not being taken by the. ow'iier to remove the sunken vessel from the line of navigation, 

the supervisor and his subordinates shall make thtur own arrangements for th^ removal 
of the same at the expense of the owner, provided that when the wreck obstructs the 
fairway they shall take immediate stops to remove the same. ' 

21. When a sunken vessel has been recovered, the supervisor shall cause notices to be 
posted at tlie kicks, toll-oflices, or other prominent places, calling on these concerned to 
pay to the collector of tolls all toll or demurrage which may be due, as well as the 
expenses incurred in the recovery of the vesstd and cargo ; should the sum due he not 
paiil within fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat and its furniture, or so much of it 
as may bo necessary for the recovery of the duos, will be sold under tho procedure 
directed in section IX. of the Act. 

22. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section IX of the Act 
shall liave the right to take it out of the canals on tho day of purchase, or within sucdi 
time as may be ajlowed by the collector of tolls, without payment of tolls. 

2d. When any laden vessel which has sunk has been recovered or when, any laden 
vessel has been seized under the provisions of the Act, or of these rules, tho supervisor 
shall give immediate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or his 
agent, requiring the removal of the cargo without delay, ami informing him that ho will 
be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the cargo 
until removed. 

24. If tho supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or the 
abode of the owner of the cargo of such vessel, tho notice prescribed in rule 2d ^hall be 
eflfccted by a notice exhibited in his office, and by advertisement in at least one English 
and one vernacular Calcutta newspaper. 

25. Steamers are not allowed to tow flats or cargo boafe in the Circular Canal, but 
may tow one fiat or barge at a time astern in the New Cut Canal or Kristopore Canal 
within toll limits. 

26. Lights and signals.—All vessels, whether travelling or moored in the Calcutta 
Canals or Tolly’s Nalu, must, between sunset and sunrise, carry a white light properly 
protected from the weather on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen 
from all si<les. All steam vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed by the Hoard 
of Trade Uegulations. Barges or boats attached to a steam vessel, wh*>tlier in mojtitm or 
moored, shall carry tho light prescribed above. 

27. 8p66d of YOSSOlSt —Every vessel proceeding through the Calcutta (’auals and 
Tolly’s Nala must, between sunset and sunrise, limit her speed to three miles per hour. 

28. For any contravention of rules 7, 11, Id, 14, 15, 16, 18, 19, 25, 26 and 27 the 
person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault shall, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 or Rs. 5 a day for any^coutinuing. 
infringement. 

29. No boats will be allowed to remain in tho entrance channels to the Dhapa and 
Chitpore Locks. 

do. The canals may bo closed once a year for effecting the necessary repAs to them 
on one month’s notice of the intention so to close them being given ; but in th^ event of 
any sudden emergency the canals may be closed at any time without prior notice, and no 
claim in such case by owners of vessels or others for compensation on aceSunt of detention 
Bball be entertained.

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Note 6.—Loaded vessels entering tKe canal at Chitporo and again leaving vuT 
Chitpore will be charged the jirescribed toll on entry according to canal 
meaBurement, and when leaving will again pay toll in accor<laiice with 
canal ineasnreinent, if loaded.

charged shall in no case ex(;e(*d Rs. 7-8 per diem, 

(Open (iinghifs accompanying large boats are entitled to the same 
demurrage allowance of time as the parent boats.)* 

Note 13. —Steamers or flats passing through the Lower Sundarbans channels must 
pay tolls at the rate of Rs. 20 each per single trip. 

Note li,—Additional toll ,—All boats, steamers and flats, after passing out of the 
Dhapa Lock must proceed outside the toll limit at Ramunglftitta within . 
48 hours; otherwise a fresh toll will be levied in accordance with the 
rules in force. 

Note 15.—(1) During the period of closure of Tolly’s Nala at Samukpotta, vessels 
laden with firewood will bo permitted to proceed from the liidyadhari 
or Bhangore khal to Tolly’s Nala and hack through thi* Circular, 
New Gut and Kiderpore Canals via Kidderpore on payme^ of three 
rupees per hundred maunds by canal measurement. Vessels plying 
under this concession will not be permitted to unload their cargo 
except in Tolly’s Nala and must return empty. Infringement of this 
rule will render such vessels liable to the ordinary tollage in force.

It was alleged in these leafieis among other things tliat the peHtioner had veted 
against the transferaliility of jote land, and cutting of trees on jote lands and stoppage of 
exc4*8sive oiihancement ef rent and otherwise acted against the interest of raiyats, wiiich 
allegations wer(^ all false and false to the knowledge of the respondent candidate and liis 
igents and other persons who circulated the same. The circulation of these, false allega¬ 
tions was persistt'd in even after the issue of a contradiction by the petitioner. 

Mahadebpur voters were induced to believe that the Mahadebpur registration office 
would b(; soon removed to Kirtipore in consequence of the ostablishment of a registra¬ 
tion oiBco at Madaripore, and Godagari voters were falsely induced to believe that the 
Godagari registration office had been unjustly removed to Madaripore througli the 
machination of the petitioner.

Mkrchant Shipping, 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (7) of section 191 of th^ Indian 
Merchant Shipping Act, 19211 (XXI of 1923), and in supersession of tho notification of the 
Government of India in the Finance and Cominerco Department No. 5100-S.R,, dated the 
20th August 1903, the Governor General in Council is pleased to make the following rules 
regarding the carriage of petroleum in native passenger ships, the same having been 
previously pf^blished as required by sub-section (7) of tho said section, namely :— 

1. No petroleum which is dangerous within the meaning of the Indian Potroleuin 
Act, 1899 (VIII of 1899), shall be shipped on board any native passenger ship proceeding 
or departing from British India, ami no other petroleum shall bo carried on board such a 
ship, except as fuel in bulk for the use of the ship, or as cargo, and under the following 
special conditions, namely :— 

(a) Petroleum carried as fuel in bulk for the use of tho ship shall have a flash 
point of not less than IJO® Fahrenlmit'by Abel's close test and shall bo 
carried in cellular double bottoms under engine and boiler compartments, or 
under ordinary holds, or in peak tanks, deep tanks or bunkers of approved 
construction : 

Provided that the oil fuel storage tanks and installations in connection therewith 
fully comply with tho conditions described in the Instructions to Surveyors 
contained in the Boanl of Trade Circular No, 1624 (Oil Fuel InstaBation in 
Passenger Steamships), dated November 1920. 

(i^) The master, owner or agent shall give notice to the Chief GusLoms Oflicer, or 
such other officer as the Chief Customs Officer may nominate in this behalf, 
before permitting any petroleum to be shipped as cargo, 

(c) Each consignment of petroleum shipped its cargo shall be covered by a declara¬ 

tion made and signed by the shipper in Form A (hereto annexed), if the 
petroleum has been imported into British India, and otherwise in Form B. 

(d) Petroleum shipped as cargo shall bo shipped either in tins enclosed in outer 

wooden cases or in hermetically sealed iron or steel drums : provided that 
petroleum which has a Hash point not below 200° Fahrenheit may also be 
sl^ipped in sound well-coopered wooden casks of not more than /)() gallons 
capacity; 

(«) The nature of every consignment of petroleum shipped as cargo shall bo marked 
on the outside of the package containing it. 

(/) The petroleum shall be stored separate from all other cargo and as far as possi¬ 
ble away from lights or fires ; and none shall be stored in any hold adjoining 
an engine room or boiler, or in any compartment situated above the 
passenger spaces. 

(jj) There shall he a water-tight bulkhead between the engine room and any hold in 
which petroleum is stored, and the sluice-valves of such bulkhead shall be 
shut down and padlocketi. 

(A) Save where electric light is used, no petroleum shall be shipped or discharged 
except between sunrise and sunset ; no lights other than electric lights shall 
be lit in a hold in which petroleum is stored; and no smoking shall be 
permitted in or near any such hold. 

(i) No person shall otherwise than along, with, or with tho authority of an officer 
of the ship, be permitted to visit a hold in which petroleum is stored. 

(y) No more passengers shall be carried than can with safety be accommodated in 
the ship's boats in case of accident, iinlesB the vessel is a coasting one proceed¬ 
ing on a short voyage and there are provided life-belts sufficient for such 
passengers as cannot bo accommodated in the boats. 

(A) At any port in which a ship carrying petroleum is for the time being, the 
Chief Customs Officer or such other Officer as the Chief Customs Officer may 
» nominate in this behalf, may take and lest any consignment of such petro¬ 
leum or any single case or drum thereof. 

(?) If any petroleum tested umler danse (A) is found to bo dangerous petroleum 
defined as aforesaid, the whole consignment of which the petroleum tested 
formed a part shall be liable to confiscation. 

2. TI^ officer authorised to grant a certificate in respect of a ship under section 157 
of the Indlm Merchant Shipping Act, 1923 (XXI of 1923), shall, if there is petroleum on

The draft will bt* taken into consideration on or after the 20th March 1924, and 
any objections or suggestions received by the undersigned before that date will be con¬ 
sidered ; — 

Draft Revised Rules and Rates of Tolls, 

The rules shall apply to the following navigable channels which are included under 
the designAion “ Calcutta Canals and Tolly’s Nala ” and the “ Sundarbans Steamer 
Route.” 

1. The Circular Canal comprising the still-water canals between the Dhapa and 
Chitpore Locks and the New Cut Canal from Ultadingi to Dhapa Lock, together with its 
junction with the river Houghly and Orange Soorah at Dhapa. 

IL The Central Lake Channel from its junction with the Circular Canal at the 
Dhapa Lock to its junction with the Bidyadhari at Bainunghatta, 

III. The. Nowblianga khal extending northwards for a mile from its junction with 
the Cent al Lake Channel below the Dhapa Lock. 

IV. The Bonrah from its junction with the Central Lake Channel below the 
Dhapa Lock and extending to the tish market situated adjacent to, and to the west of, 
the Dhapa Inspector’s residence. 

V. Tolly’s Nala extending from a line drawn across the Nala 25 foot west of the 
Jtlastings Bridge at Kidderjujre to the Bidyadhari river at Samukpota. 

VI. The Kristopore Canal extemiing from a point in the New Cut Canal, 1 mile 
4,700 feet from the Chitpore Lock to a point where it joins the Bhangore khal at 
Kantatala. 

VII. The outfall chanuol of the Thakurdhari sluice, 4,180 feet in length, extending 
from a point in village Thakurdhari near the 5th mile-post of the Kristopore Canal to 
the Thakurdhari sluice on the Paran (diaprasi’s khal.

1, Every vess(d on entering the ('alcutta Cancels or Tolly’s Nala shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascttrtaining the tolls payaiile ; in case of any reasonable 
doubt arising, the persons appointed by the Governor in Council to collect tolls and 
officers to whom such persons are subordinate shall have auLhorily to enter upon and 
again measure a vessel notwithstanding that it was measured on entering the canals. 

2. Vessels for the purposes of the determination of tonnage shall be divided into 
two classes as below :— 

Class L —To include all vessels of the usual native types of build, including 
' saltees and hapars (fish cages). 

Class IL —To include aU steamers, flats ami barges, and other square built 
vessels. 

The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of 
Act V (B.C.) of ItSfil and of these rules, be determined' by the following measure¬ 
ments :— 

Class I — 

A. —The product of one quarter the length of the vi'ssel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as equal 
to the number of maunds upon which toll shall be levied. 

B. —The measurement of the length is to be mad<5 in feet, rejecting inches : the 
measurement of breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting 
any remainder of less than a quarter of a foot. 

C. —The maundage on which the amount of toll is calculated shall be reckoned to the 
nearest integral multiple of 12.^ maunds, any remainder of less than 12] maunds being 
rejected. In the case of vessels exceeding 500 maunds by measurement, the inauiidage 
shall be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds, rejecting any remainder 
of less than 50 maunds. 

D. —8ait668t—The product of one quarter of the inside length of the vessel measured 

along the centre lino from Htern to stern, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the 
vessel, multtjplied by the greatest depth measured from the top to the interior bottom of 
the vessel, if to be taken as equal to the number of maunds upon which tolls shall be 
levied. »

For vcBselB of class II the number of maunds obtained by the system of 
measurement prescribed for vessels of class I, shall be increased by one-half. For 
vessels of this class above 5,000 maunds measurement the raaundage shall be r^^ckoned 
to the nearest integral multiple of 500 maiin<ls, rejecting any remainder of less than 500 
maunds. In the case of steamers, the maundage determined as above shall be reduced by 
one-third as an allowance for eifgiue space. 

For vessels of class II which are furnished with reliable way-bills, the gross raaundage 
of cargo shown by the way-bills, or in the case of steamers, the maundage obtained 
fioin multiplying the registered tonnage of the steamer by 27, may, at the 
option of the employer of the vessel or the steamer (as the case may be), be taken as the 
maundage on which toll will be charged : 

Provided that firms or individuals, who wish to make use of this rule, must be 
approved by the Superintending Engineer of the Southern Circle, and that such approval 
m«y be withdrawn for any-just cause, ^ . 

3. Every vessel entering the canals shall be furnished with a ticket on which the 
name of the serang, maiijuo or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of entry, 
the maundage of the vessel, the cargo it contains, the amount of toll charged, and the 
number of days for which the ticket remains current, shall be entered. 

4, All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll station before a 
vessel is permitted to proceed : Provided that the Superintending Engineer of the 
Southern Circle may at his direction permit vessels belonging to individuals or|firmB of 
recognised standing to proceed without. pro-])ayment, on an undertaking that the Tills for 
toll«age due shall be liquidate<l monthly on presentation, 

5.. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced for inspection 
when demanded by any person authorised to collect tolls, or by any officet to whom 
such person is subordinate. If on demand the ticket is not produced, such person or' 
officer shall assess the tollage as provided in rule 2 and shall require payment of toll, and 
unless and until the toll is put<l, or the original ticket or a duplicatt^ is produced as 
evidence that toll has already been paid, the vessel shall be liable to seizure and detention 
under the provisions of section IX of the Act. 

0. Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the numbers and dates can be satisfactorily 
established, will be grauteil by the collector of tolls on payment of a sum of one rupee 
and annas eight. Provided that for tickets on which the total tollage is less than six 
rupet^s the fee to bo charged for a duplicate shall be one quarter of the total tollage. The 
minimum fee will be eight annas per ticket. 

7. A vessel which has been detained under these rules or under section IX of the Act 
may not be removetl from the cairils without the order of the collector of tolls until the 
toll due has been paid and a ticket obtained fur presentation at the exit station. During 
such detention the manjee, owner or agent must make arrangements for the safety of the 
vessel and cargo. 

8. All vessels, whether the property of Government or of private owners, afe liable 
for toll except those specially exempted under any Government orders in force for the 
time being. 

9. Vessels may be hauled up for repairs on the banks of the canals with the 
previous written permission of the supervisor appointed by the Governor in Council 
under section XIII. A rent calculated at one-sixth the rate of ordinary demurrage will 
be charged for the time the vessel occupios the bank. No vassel may bo launched in the 
canal without the previous written permission of the supervisor. 

10. At places where mooring posts have been provided by the supervisor, vessels 
desiring to moor shall be made fast in single line along the banks to such posts in such 
manner as the supervisor may direct and shall not be moored in any other manner. 

11. The Superintending Engineer, Southern Circle, may fix the limit within which 
vessels are permitted to remain free of toll, and may also define the limits within which 
no loading or unloading shall be permitted. 

12. No vessel whose extreme breadth including overhanging cargo exceeds 35 feet 

will be permitted to enter tho looks at Chitpore or Dbapa : in the case of the Knlti and 
Bamuughatta Locks the maximum width allowable is 29 feet. • 

13. The supervisor may, by written notices to be posted at the toll offices, prohibit 
the dropping of anchors or the putting up of bamboos or Itiggees in any specified part of 
the canals or on the banks. 

14. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the cailaLbanks in 
Buoh manner as^may be directed by the supervisor, and no vessel shall be ma<S fast or 
be plaosd outside of vessels so secured. No vessel or raft shall be placed m such a 
position as to endanger the safety, or obstruct the passage, of other vessels. Every 
vessel shall ac all times have some responsible person on board when the n^ssel is withiii 
the looked canals between toll stations or on Tolly^s Nala. 
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15. Vessels passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines, in accordance 
with the rules in force as laid down by the Superintending Engineer, Southern Circle 
from time to time, 

16. No person shall deposit goods of any description on the berms of the canals 
between the frontage roads or towpaths and the canals, except during the actual process 
of loading or unloading vessels, without the previous permission of the supervisor. 

17. Iron built cargo boats, with outside angle irons projecting beyond the wooden 
fenders, will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent fenders are fixed over 
the edges of the angle irons so as to prevent them from causing damage to the lock. 

18. No lire or open or unprotected light of any description shall bo usell on vessels 
containing petroleum, jute, hay or straw while in the Calcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nala ; 
and no fire or open or unprotected light (except in the case of steamers, the galley and 
engine-room files and the electric light) shall be used on any vessel while in a lock basin. 

10. >fo person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessol to sink in the canals. 
No vessel which is obviously overloaded 6r unsoawortliy will be permitted to proceed 
along any part of the canals until made safe to the satisfaction of the supervisor or his 
staff. 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or otherwise, the 
supervisor and his subordinates shall tdfer every assistance in removing the same. 

If three days after the oecnrreiice of a wreck, it is sceii that prompt measures are 
not heVj^g taken by the owner to remove the suiik'en vessel from the line of navigation, 
the supervisor and his BubordiiiatoH shall make their own arrangements for the removal 
of the same at the expense of the owner, provided that when the wreck obstructs the 
fairway tliey shall take immediate steps to remove the same. 

21. When a sunken vessel has been recovered, the supervisor shall cause notices to be 
^^poHled at the locks, toll-offices, or other prominent places, calling on tlicso concerue<l to 

pay to the collector of tolls all toll or demurrage which may be due, as well as the 
expenst^s incurred in the recovery of the vessol and cargo ; should the sum duo bo not 
paiil within fifteen days of the <late of notice, the boat and its furniture, or so much of it 
as may he necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be sold under the procedure 
directed in section IX of the Act, 

22. The purchaser of a vessel sold under'the provisions of section IX of the Act 
shall have the right to take it out of the canals on the day of purcliaso, or wiiiiin such 
time as may be allowed by the collector of tolls, without payment of tolls. 

23. When any laden vessel whieli has sunk has been recovered or when, any laden 
vessel has been seized under the provisions of the Act, or of th*\se rules, the supervisor 
shall give immediate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or liis 
agent, requiring the removal of the cargo wirhout delay, and informing him that he will 
be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the cargo 
until removed. 

2ir If the supervisor ho unable to ascertain the name and place of business or the 
abode of the owner of the cargo of such vessel, the notice pre3cribe<l in rule 23 shall be 
effected by a notice exhibite<l in his office, and by advertisement in at least one English 
and one vernacular Calcutta newspaper. 

25. Steamers are not allowed to tow Hats or cargo boats in the Circular Canal, but 
may tow one flat or barge at a time astern in the Now Cut Canal or Kristopore Canal 
within toll limits. 

26. Lights and signals. —All vessels, whether travelling or moored in the Calcutta 
Canals or Tolly’s Nalu, must, between sunset and sunrise, carry a white light properly 
protected from the weather on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen 
from all sides. All steam vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed by the Board 
of Trade Regulations. Barges or boats attached to a steam vessel, whether in motion or 
moored, shall carry tho light prescribed above. 

27. 8 p 06 d of veSSOlSi —Every vessel proceeding through the Calcutta Canals and 
Tolly’s Nala must, between sunset and sunrise, limit her speed to three miles per hour. 

28. For any contravention of rules 7, 11, 13, 14, 15, 16, 18, 19, 25, 26 and 27 the 
person in charge of the vessel or other peison in fault shall, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 or Kb* 5 a day for any continuing 
infringement. 

29. No boats will be allowed to remain in the entrance channels to the Dhapa and 
ChUpore Locks, 

30. ^The canals may be closed once a year for effecting the necessary repairs to them 
on one month’s notice of the intention so to close them being given ; but in the event of 
any sudden emergency the canals may be closed at any time without prior notice, and no 
claim in such case by owners of vessels or others for compensation on account of detention 
ehall be entertained.

(tf) Hospital sheds, comprising a shed for treatment of ordinary cases, an observation 
shed for suspected cases and a segregation shed for treatment of contagious 
discaseH not otherwise providetl for, each such shetl having separate wards 
for males and females. The wards of the buildings shall be dry, well 
raised, thoroughly ventilated and liglited and provided with a separate plat¬ 
form for each pitiont. 

(/) A dispensary shed with accommoilatioii for the resident medical olfic**r shall 
be placed in a convenient situation and provided with such fit tings and 
furniture as the Meilical Inspector may doeui necessary. 

(g) An inspection shed for the mustering of emigrants for any purpose only when¬ 
ever necessary, and for their feeding. 


a. Water tanks shall be provitled, and a plentiful supply of purest wafer obtainable 

shall be stored in them for drinking and cooking purposes.

two or more taps of simple construction ; and in all casiM when any doubt exi'^ts in the 
opinion of the M^lioal Inspector as to the uniform purity of the water supply, every such 
tank shall be fitted also with a suittble and efficient filter.

(ii) At the end of (he same rule add the following paragraph : — 

“ Documents produced by persons who are not parties to the suit arc dealt with under 
llie provisions of Rule 30,” 

II. Fnsf rt the following after Rule 29, Chapter III, at page 89, ibid :— 

30 (a) A private person, not a party to the suit, producing a <locumcnt in court in 
compliance with a summons, should be retjuireu to state in writing the address to which 
the document is to be returned, if not returned to him personally. 

(h) Whore the document is not tendered or admitted in evidence it shall be returned 
at once to the person producing it either personally or by registered post. 

(c*) Wliero the document is admitted iu evidence, a certified copy thereof shall be 
prepared and placed on the record. The original shall then be returned to the person 
producing it personally 4>r by registennl post, unless the geiiuiiioness of the document is 
in controversy, In wliich case the original shall, unless the court otherwise tUrects, be 
returned after the trial is concluded, or, in cases where an appeal lies, after sutlicient 
time has been allowed for appealing, or, if an appeal is preferred, after the tletermiifution 
thereof. The wortl “appt‘al” ineliides a second appeal wlicre a secoml a])poal lies. 

(f/) (i) Jn the case of voluminous documents, such as account books or collections of 
zemiiuhiry papers, which cannot conveniently bo returned by registereil post, the person 
producing them sliall, if they are not returned to him at once, bo informed in duo course 
by registered letter that he is at liberty to take them back, and that his reasonable travel¬ 
ling expenses will be furnished, 

(2) This proceilnre shall also bo adopted where the person producing the document 
states in writing at tlie lime of production that the document is of value to him and that 
he will take it back personally.

) That there have been uumerous instances of corrupt practices on behalf of 
respoiidtmt No. 1, the details of which your petitioner craves leave to submit hereafter. 

A list setting forth the ^particulars of some of the said corrupt practices is enclosed 
herewith. 

6 . That in addition to the aforesaid grounds your petitioner humbly begs to urge 
the following amongst other grounds which would render the general election null and 
void and liable to be sot aside. 

(a) That the result of the election has been materially affected by the improper 
reception of the votes of certain persons bearing names not identical with those appearing 
in the finally published list. 

(b) That in couritnig the votes the provisions of Regulation XLVII (1) (a) were 
not observed inasmuch as some of tho ballot papers had not the official mark on their 
hack which fact was brought to the notice of the Returning Officer but was disallowed. 

(r!) That in ward No. 3 there were 2 polling officers, \ abu Jatimlra Kumar Bose and 
and Babn Jainini K. Roy. A little after 2 P.M. tho said officers suspended polling and 
took tiffin for more than 15 minutes and then recommenced and continued taking votes 
till 3 P.M. when the enclnsiire]waa closed. Many voters who had attended the polling 
station to vote for the petitioner and had been w^aiting for a long time without meal 
went away, seeing that the polling officers were engaged in taking tiffin specially as 
they had not announced the hour when they would recommence taking votes. The 
voters who wont away were also under the impression that the time taken by their 
luncheon would be allowed and added after tho proscribed hours, t.c., after 3 P.M? Some 
of those voters came back a few minutes after 3 P.M. and found that the gate was closed 
and they were not admitted into the enclosure, while others did not turn up having been 
annoyed with the above conduct of the polling officers. The polling officers thus violated 
the proviJiions of Regulation XXV, If tho above voters had all been allowed to vote, 
most of them would have voted for the petitioner. 

(f/) That in a few instances in ward G the secrecy of voting was not observed inas¬ 
much as the names of the candidates in whose favour the votes were given were uttered 
in an unnecessarily loud voice, with the result that they were audible to those present at 
tho polling booth. 

(e) yrhat in ward 7 the polling'offlcer in almost all cases saw the marks put against 
the nanfjB of the candidates for whom the electors voted ; the secrecy of voting enjoined 
by regulation XXXIII was thus not observed. 
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7. That tho petitioner is a Hindu and is about tH years old, is a permanent resident 
in the city of Dacca and has paid more thaxi Hs. 1-8 innnicipai taxes during the year 
preceding the year of election. In fact he has been paying each year much more than 
Rs. 1-8 as municipal tuxes for his honsos in the city of Dacca for more than ten years. 
His name was <lnly registered in tho electoral roll and his nomination was <luly pioposed 
and seconded by registered electors and the Returning Officer granted a certificate of 
scrutiny and delivery. Thus the petitioner was fully qualified to stand as a candidate 
for election as a member of the Bengal Legislative Council. 

S. That tho pcuitioner firmly believes that he would have been returned as a 
successful candidate, if respondent No, 1 had not procured votes by the illegal means 
noted above.

By the ileath of Dr. Thnodore Oliver Douglas Dunn, M.A., n. Litt., the State has lost 
the services of a capable public servant, and the (lovernor an<l his Minister (Education 
Department) desire to place on record an expression of their regret at this grave loss and 
their sympathy with his widow. Dr. Dunn was born at Haldane, ('ambuslaug, 
Scotland, on the 9th of Ojt )b,T ISSI, and enteriMi the Indian Ediicational Service 
on the 7tli D ‘cember UJOS. He assumed charge of the office of the Director 
of Public Instruction, Bengal, on the afternoon of the 23rd of January 1924. He 
had acted in this capacity on a previous occasion in 1919, and during tliat period 
of officiating service showed that he was possessed of conBideral)le administrative 
ability. During the brief period that has elapsed since he assumeil charge of the 
department for the secoinl time, he carrietl out his duties with energy and marked 
capacity. 

Dr. Dunn had served Oovernment prior to Ids promotion to officiate as Director of 
Public Instruction in various important capacities in Bengal and Eastern B'Uigal and 
Assam. He had occiipiml the posts of Inspector of Schools and Assistant Director 
of Public Instruction with eredit ami had made a special study of the problem of 
primary education in (’alcutt», and his knowledge in this respect proved of great value 
to the Corporation of (’alcutta. As an administrator he was energetic and forceful, 
endov.ed with sound judgment and the power of rapitl decision. 

At the time of his death he was establishing for himself a recognised position in 
Imlia as a literary critic ami man of letters. His own University of Glasgow honoured 
him with a doctorate in literature. Of late years he had devotetl much of his leisure to 
the task of making better known the work of British Indian authors, both English and 
Indian, and had also established himself as a force in the revived Calcutta Historical 
Society. The literary world of (IJalcutta is the poorer for his loss. 

The Governor and his Minister (Education Department) tlesire to record their high 
appreciation of Dr. Dunn’s valuable services to the State and to the cause of educatiffti 
in Bengal.

The outfall chanrud of the Thakurdhari sluice, 4,ISO feet in length, extending 
from a })oint in village Thakurdhari near the r)th mile-post of the Kristopore (.^anal to 
the Thakurdhari sluice on the Paran (MiaprasPs khal. 

VIIt. d'he Sundarbans Steamer Route as dotined in notification No, II of the 22nd 
July 11122. 

1. lOvery vessel on ontoring the Calcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nala shall be liable to 
measureineni for the jMirpose of ascert.iining the tolls payable ; in ca.se ol any reasonable 9 
dmibt arising, tlie persons appointed by tlie Governor in Council to collect tolls and 
ollici:rs to whom such persons are subordinate shall ha\e auihority lo enn r upon and 
again measure a ves>el noLwilhstanding that it was measured on entering the canals. 

2. Vessels for the purposes of the determination of tonnage shall be divided into 
two classes as below :— 

CldiOi I .—To include all vessels of the usual native types of build, including 
sdllees and hapars (fish cages). 

Class II. —To include all steamers, flats and bargt*s, and other square built 
vessels. 

The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the ])urposes of 
Act V (H.C.) of 1SG4 and of these rules, be detcnnineii by tlie following measure¬ 
ments ;— 

Class I.— 

A. —The product of one quarter the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 
along tlie water-line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as equal 
to the number of maunds upon which toll shall be levied. 

B. —The measurement of the length is to he made in feet, rejecting inches : the 
measurement of breadth and depth is to he made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting 
any remainder of less than a quarter of a foot. 

0.—The mannduge on which the amount of toll is calculated shall be reckoned to the 
nearest integral multiple of 12^ maunds, any remainder of Ict^s than 12 maiiuds being 
rejected. In the case of vessels exceeding 500 maunds by measuromeut, the mauiniago 
shall be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunils, rejecting any remainder 
of less than 50 maunds. 

D.—8&it06Si—The product of one quarter of the inside length of the vessel measureil 
along the centre line from stem to stern, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the 
vessel, multiplied by the greatest depth measured from the top to the interior ^K)ttom of 
the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the number of maunds upon which tollslsball be 
levied. 
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Class II.— 

For vosseld of class II the number of maunds obtained by the system of 
measurement prescribed for vessels of class I, shall be increased by one-half. *Por 
vessels of this class above 5,000 maunds measurement the mauudage shall be reckoned 
to tl*e nearest integral multiple of 500 maunds, rejecting any remainder of less than 500 
maunds. In the case of steamers, the inaundage determined as above shall be reduced by 
one-third as an allowance for engine space. 

For vessels of class II which are furnished with reliable way-bills, the gross maundage 
of cargo shown by the way-bills, or in the case of steamers, the maundage ohtainetl 
from multiplying the registered tonnage of the steamer by 27, may, at the 
Option of the employer of the vessel or the steamer (as the case may be), be taken as the 
maundage on which toll will be charged : 

Provided that firms or individuals, who wish to make use of this rule, must be 
approved by the Superintending KAgineer of the Southern Circle, and that such approval 
may bo withdrawn Cor any just cause. 

Every vessel entering the canals shall be furnished with a ticket on which.the 
nauJI^P the serang, inanjeo or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of entry, 
the mauudago of the vess.d, the cargo it contains, the amount of toll charged, and the 
number of days for which the ticket remains current, shall bo entered. 

4. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll station before a 
vessel is permitted to proceed : Provided that the Buperintending Engineer of the 
Southern Circle may at his direction permit vessels belonging to individuals or firms of 
recognised standing to proceed without pre-payment, on an undertaking that the bills for 
tollage due shall bo liquidated monthly on presentation. 

5. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced for inspection 
when demanded by any person authorised to collect tolls, or by any ofilcet to whom 
such person is subordinate. If on demand the ticket is not produced, such person or 
otliccr shall assess the tollage as provided in rule 2 and shall recjuire payment of toll, and 
unhiSS and until the toll is paid, or the original ticket or a dupUcati* is produced as 
evidence that toll lias already been paid, the vessel shall be liable to seizure and detention 
under the provisions of section IX of the Act. 

t), Dui)llcates of lost tickets, of which the numbers and dates can be satisfactorily 
established, will be grauteil by the collector of tolls on payment of a sum of one rupee 
and annas eight. Provided that, for tickets on which the total tollage is less than six 
rupees the f(*e to he charged for a duplicate shall be one quarter of the total tollage. The 
minimum fee will be eight annas per ticket. 

7. A vessel which has been detained under these rules or under section IX of the Act 
may not bo removed from the canals without the order of the collector of tolls until tlie 
toll due has been paid and a ticket obtained for presentation at the exit station. During 
such detention the manjee, owner or agent must make arrangements for the safety of the 
vessel and cargo. 

S. All vessels, whether the property of Government or of private owners, are liable 
for toll (ixcept those specially exempted under any Government orders in force for the 
time being. 

9. Vess.ds may b» hauled up for repairs on the banks of the canals with the 
previous written permission of the supervisor appointed by the Governor in Council 
under section XIII. A rout calculated at one-sixth the rate of ordinary demurrage will 
be charged for the time the vessel occupies the bank. No vessel may be launched in the 
canal without the previous written permission of the supervisor. 

10. At places where mooring posts have been provided by the supervisor, vessels 
desiring to moor shall be made fast in single line along the banks to such posts in such 
manner as the supervisor may direct and shall not be moored in any other manner. 

11. The Superintending l^ngineer. Southern Circle, may fix the limit within which 
vessels are permitted to remain free of toll, and may also define the limits within which 
no loading or unloading shall bo permitted. 

12. No vessel whose extreme breadth including overhanging cargo exceeds 35 feet 
will be permitted to enter the locks at Chitpore or Dhapa: in the case of the Kulti and 
Bamunghatta Locks the maximum width allowable is 29 feet. 

13. The supervisor may, by written notices to be posted at the toll ofiices, prohibit 
the dropping of anchors or the putting up of bamboos or luggees in any specified part of 
the canals or on the banks. 

14. Vessels^shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal banks in 

such manner as may be directed by the supervisor, and no vessel shall be made fast or 
be placed outside of vessels so secured. No vessel or raft shall be placed in such a 
position ^^,3 to endanger the safety, or obstruct the passage, of other vessels. Every 
vessel shWll at all times have some responsible person on board when the vessel is within 
the locked canals between toll stations or on Tolly’s Nala. • 
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15. Vessels passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines, in accordaiics 
with the rules in force as laid down by the Superintending Engineer, Southern Circle 
from time to time. 

16. No person shall deposit goods of any description on the berms of tjie canals 
between the frontage roads or towpaths and the canals, except during the actual process 
of loading or unloading vessels, without the previous permission of the supervisor. 

17. Iron built cargo boats, with outside angle irons projecting beyond the wooden 
fenders, will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent fenders are fixed over 
the edges of the angle irons so as to prevent them from causing damage to the lock. 

18. No fire or open or unprotected light of any description shall bo used on vessels 
containing petroleum, jute, hay or straw while in the Calcutta Canals or Tolly's^Nala ; 
and no lire or open or unprotected light (except in the case of steamers, the galley and 
engine-room fires and the electric light) shall be used on any vesscd while in a lock basin. 

19. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in canals. 
No vessel which is obviously overloaded or unseaworthy will be pennittei^P^roceed 
along any part of the canals until made safe to the satisfaction of the supervisor or his 
staff. 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or otherwise, the 
supervisor and his subordinates shall iiffer evi‘ry assistance in removing the same. 

If three days after the occurrence of a wreck, it is seen that prompt measures are 
jiot being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel from the line of navigation, 
the supervisor and his subordinates shall make their own arrangements for the reinova 
of the same at the expense of the owner, provided that when the wreck obstructs th< 
fairway they shall take immediate steps to remove the same. 

21. When a sunken vessel has been tricovered, the supervisor shall cause notices to be 
posted at the locks, toll-offices, or other prominent places, calling on these concerned to 
pay to the collector of tolls all toll or demurrage which may be due, as well as the 
expenses incurrtMl in the recovery of the vessel and cargo ; should (he sum <lue bi* not 
paid within fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat and its hirniture, or so much of it 
as may he necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be sold imdtir the procetlure 
directed in section TX of the Act. 

22. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section IX of the Act 
shall have the right to take it out of the canals on the day of purchase, or within such 
time as may bo allowed by the collector of tolls, without payment of tolls. 

2.1. When any laden vessel which has sunk has been recovered or when, any laden 
vessel has been seized under the provisions of the Act, or of these rules, the supervisc^r 
shall give immediate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargn or his 
agent, requiring the removal of the cargo without delay, and informing him that he will* 
be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the cargo 
until removed. 

24. If the supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of busine.ss or the * 
abode of the owner of the cargo of such vessel, the notice prescribed in rule 2il s^hall be 
effected by a notice exhibited in his office, and by advertisement in at least one English 
and one vernacular Calcutta newspaper. 

25. Steamers are not allowed to tow fiats or cargo boats in the Circular Canal, hut 
may tow one fiat or barge at a time astern in the New Out Canal or Kristopore Canal 
within toll limits. 

26. Lights &nd sidn&ls.—All vessels, whether travelling or moored in the Calcutta 
Canals or Tolly’s Nalu, must, between sunset and sunrise, carry a white light properly 
protected from the weather on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen 
from all sides. All steam vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed by the Board 
of Trade Regulations. Barges or boats attached to a steam vessel, whether in motion or 
moored, shall carry the light prescribed above. 

27. Speed of vessels.—Every vessel proceeding through the Calcutta Canals and 
Tolly’s Nala must, between sunset and sunrise, limit her speed to three miles per hour. 

28. For any contravention of rules 7, 11, 13, 14, 15, 16, 18, 19, 25, 26 and 27 the 
person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault shall, on conviction^ before a 
Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 or Rs. 5 a day for any continuing 
infringement. 

29. No boata will bo allowed to remain in the entrance channels to. the Dhapa and 
Chitpore Locks. 

30. The canals may be closed once a year for effecting the necessary repairs to thorn 
on one month’s notice of the intention so to close them being given ; but in thegevent of 
any sudden emergency the canals may be closed at any time without prior notift, and no 
claim in such case by owners of vessels or others for compensation on account of detention 
shall be entertained.

Every vessel, raft or float remaining in any part of the aforesai<l canals 
longer than the period allowed under the foregoing riiks shall, for each 
day in excess of such period, be charged demurrage equal to one-half of 
the toll payable under the schedules above, provided that the demurrage 
chaiged shall in no ca.se exceed Rs. 7-S per diem. 

(Open (itfigliics accompanying large boats are entitled to the? same 
demurrage allowance of time as the parent boats.) 

Note 13.—Steamers or Hats passing through the Lower Sundarbans channels must 
pay tolls at the rate of Rs. 20 each per single trip. 

Note 14.—/n//.—All boats, steamers and flats, after passing out of the 
Dhapa Lock must proceed outside the toll limit at Bainunghatta within 
4^S hours; otherwise a fresh toll will be levied in accordance Avith the 
rules in force. 

Note IT).—(1) During the period of closure of Tolly’s Nala at Samukpolta. vessels 
laden with firewooil will be permitted to proceed from the Jkdyadhari 
or Bhaiigore khal to Tolly’s Nala and back through the Circular, 
New Cut and Kulerpore Canals via Kiddorpore on payment of three 
rupees per hundred maunds by canal measurement. Vesse^ plying 
under this concession will not be permitted to unload tWir cargo 
except in Tolly’s Nala and must return empty. Infringement of this 
rule will render such vessels liable to the ordinary tollage in force. 
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'2) Vessels luden with cargo other than firewood will bo allowed a similar 
concession foi journeys mentioned in the foregoing rale on payment 
of Hs. per hundred tnaunds. On the return voyage only they may 
load in the llooghly (»r any of the canals including Tolly’s Nala and 
will pay in accordance with the following schedule :— 

(rt) If vessels accomplish the return trip empty, no further toll will 
be levied. ^ 

(6) If vessels leave Tolly’s Nala v/ith a load not exceeding that on 
entry and proceed out at Dhapa or Kristopore without taking 
in extra cargo on the Hooghly or in the Calcutta Canals, no 
further toll will be levied. 

(<?) Vessels leaving Tolly’s Nala with a load exceeding that on entry 
will bo charged for the additional cargo at Rs. 4 per hundred 
iiiaunds. 

(d) Vessels picking up cargo in the Hooghly or in the Calcutta Canals 
will pay the ordinjiry schedule tolls on all cargo thus loaded. 

Notk It?.—Tolls will bo levied at the toll otlices at Russa and Kidderporo on Tolly’s 
Nala and at Chitpore, Kristopore, Dhapa and Bantolla on the Circular 
Canals.

No. 9L—The 4th Fehrnary yi?^/.- -Tho following draft of rules and schedule of 
f rates of tolls, which, in exerci'<e of the powers conferred by sections t) and 11 of the 
Canals Act, 1884 (Bengal Act V of 1SG4), the Governor in Council intends to make and 
fix for the inner main channel, branch channels and outlets, viz., the Gouri klial, Kedar 
khal, and Matlor khal and for the outfall channel on the river side of the Sarenga 
sluice of the Burrojolla drainage channels, is hereby published for the information of 
persons likely to be affected thertdiy. 

II. The draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 20th March 1924, and 
any objections or suggestions receive<l before that date will be considered :— 

Draft Buies and Schedule of Rates of Tolls. 

1. The tonnage of every vessel shall bo determined by the following measurements 
in feet only :— 

(ji) The product of half the length of the vessel along the water line, the breadth 
of the vessel (or the greatest breadth of the cargo, if it should overhang) 
and the greatest depth from the water lino to the bottom of the vessel

No, 101,—The 4ih February 1924 ,—The following draft of rules and schedule of rates 
of tolls, which, ill exercise of the powers conferred by lections 6 and 11 of the (.’arials Act, 
1864 (Bengal Act V of 1864), the Governor in (’ouncii intends to make and fix, f( 4 r the 
inner channels, as well as the outfall channel on tne liver side of the Nazirganj sluice, 
in the Howrah drainage chaninds, is hereby published tor the information of persons 
likely to be affected thereby. ^ 

II.* The draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 2()th March 1924, and 
any objections or stiggestious received by the undersigned before that date will be 
considered :— 

Draft Rules and Schedule of Rates of Tolls, 

1. The tonnage of every vessel shall bo determined by the following measurements 
in feet only :— 

(a) The product of half the length of the vessels along the water line, the breJidth 

of the vessel (or the greatest breadth of the cargo, if it should o'^jj^ang) 

and the greatest depth from the water line to the bottom of thl^vessel

—The following rules, passed by the Gover¬ 
nor of Bengal under section 75 (rf) of the Indian Forest Act, VII of 1878, are hereby 
published for general information. Th(?se rules apply to the Forest Divisions of Chittagong 
and Cox’s I’azar in the Chittagong district, and will hold good during the season in which 
fires may 1)0 expected to occur from the 15th January to tho 1st June in each year :— 

1. Any person living in tho vicinity of a Government Forest Reserve, or occupying.or 
using land in such vicinity, and desirous of clearing by fire any standing forest tr grass 
land near that Reserve, in a locality from which such fire would be likely to endanger the 
reserve, shall observe the following rules:— 

(1) lie shall give notice in writing of at least one week to the nearest Forest 

• Officer, Ranger or Forester, of his intention. 

(2) He shall clear a belt of laud at least twenty feet broad on the side of the land 

he proposes to burn nearest to the Forest Reserve. 

(il) lie shall choose for such burning a day or time when a high wind is not 
blowing. 

(4) He shall light tho fire in a direction contrary to the prevailing wind. 

2. Anf anoh person dosirous of burning, on land adjoining a Forest Reserve, wood, 
grass or weeds, or other cut material, shall collect that material into heaps, and Jsurn it 
separately in such a way that tbe fire may not endanger the Forest Reserve. 
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3. Any perBon collecting inflarniniible forest produce such as grass and bamboos, on 
land adjoining a Forest Reserve, and any holder oi a permit to collect such material from 
the Forest Reserve, shall stack the material so collected in an open apace, as far removed 
as possible from the forest. 

4. All persons travolUog on roads passing through or along the boundary of a Forest 
Reserve shall camp only at such places as may be cleared and set apart for the purpo^o of 
camping grounds by the Forest Odicer, who shall yearly publish a list of such grounds in 
the vicinity of tho Reserves, (damping at other localities other than those so set apart is 
forbidden ; and all persons so camping shall light any fires they make for cooking or 
other purposes in such a way as not to endanger the Forest Reserve, or the l)oildings or 
property on the camping ground ; and they shall extinguish all such fires before leaving 
the camping ground. 

5. The carriage of burning wood, fire-brands, or torches, through or along the boun¬ 
dary of any Reserved Forest is prohibited. 

6. All persons travelling along the boundaries of tho Reserves, or through the dfuila 

paths which pass through or along the Reserves, are strictly prohibited from smoking in 
any form within or adjacent to the boundaries of the Reserves, within one himdred 
yards of the same. cP

Crown Side Rules. 

1. In all cases coming before the Court the evidence shall be taken down in 

shorthand. ^ 

The shorthand note shall also contain any questions put to or answers made by the 
accused or any of them and any statements made by any accused person in the course of 
tue t^ial. 

It shall likewise be the duty of the shorthand writer to take down in shorthand the 
charge to the jury and any questions that may be put to the jury together with answers 
given by them. 

2. Shorthand writers shall be appointed from time to time as required by the Chief 
Justice under the Letters Patent for such periods and on such conditions as he may 
determine. 

The shorthand writer shall sign the shorthand note taken by him of any trial or 
pro(Ae<ling or of any part of such trial or proceeding and certify the same to be a 
complete and correct shorthand note thereof as required by those rules and shall lodge 
the same with the Clerk of the Crown. 
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4. The shorthand writer shall, as he .may be directed by any general or special 
orders, furnish to the Clerk of the Crown a transcript of the whole or any part of the 
shorthand note taken by him. 

5. In the case of any transcript which shall be required for the use of the Court 
in any appeal proceeding or application the same shall bo type-written and ^cri^ie<l by 
the person or persons making the same by a signed statement that the same is a correct 
and complete transcript of the shorthand note takcMi by himself or of the shorthand note 
purporting to have been taken, signed and certified by the shorthand writer or writers 
who took the same. 

6. The following shall, upon the conclusion of a trial, be entitled, on paytnent of such 
sums as may be prescribed from time to time, to obtain from the Clerk of the Crown a 
copy of the transcript of the whole or any part of the shorthand note :—

whose custody they were produced. 

34. In cases where no application has boon made by any person requesting the 
return of property or documents which -are in the custody of the Clerk of the Crown, 
tho Clork of the Crowi» shall, as soon as possible after the expiry of thirty days from the 
last date of each Sessions, send the same or such of them as in his descretion ho thinks 
proper to the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, or to the Chief Presidency Magistrate, to 
be dealt with by him according to law, unless the Court or a Judge otherwise orders. 

35. Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore mentioned, the Clerk of the Crown 
may, at his discretion, retain in his custody money, jewellery, valuable securities, forged 
notes, counterfeit coins, machines or instruments and materials for forging notes and 
counterfeiting coins and any other articles, unless the Court or a Judge shall pass special 
orders for their disposal.
